5 bape Due to Cramped Quar- 


Would Stop out. of Drunkards 
and Degenerates. 


Piats ahd ‘‘ booze” drive people insane and 
are among the causes primarily responsibie 
for inerease in the mentally deficient popu- 
lation of the couhtry. This is according to an 
opinion, based.on experience and study ad- 
vanced by Dr. V. H. Podstata of Chicago, an 
euthority on diseases of the mind and who 
for many years was connected with state in- 
stitutions for the insane. 
at Foon Podstata repudiates a theory urged by 

Forbes ‘Winslow in London to the end 
that the insanearill outnumber the sane with- 
in forty years, but agrees that insanity is 
more frequent in recent years. 

The cramped existence that flat and tene- 
ment bufldings compe! develops a nérvous 
insanity never ex ced by fathers sev- 
eral generations back who lived much in the 
open. The evolution of civilisation demands 
more from mental powers and asks little of 
the physica¥being. This lack of balance pro- 
duces insanity, 

Statistics on the Insane. 

Most recent statistics with reference to the 
number of insane per capita population show: 

In 1908 the proportion of ingané te popula- 
tion in New York- wae 1 to 300; California, 1 to 
275; Nevada, 1 to 210; Wyoming, 1 to 1,260: 
and the average in. the United States, 1 to 537. 

Bytope in 1006: Germany, 1 to 524; Switzer- 
jand,.1 to 200; Canton Zurich, 1 to 108. 

Great Britain, 1900: England and Wales, 
1 to 200; Scotland, I to 275; Ireland, 1 to 204. 

In Illinois: In 1878 the proportion of insane 
to sane was 1 to 1,152; in 1908 it was 1 to 465. 

“These figures do not take into considera- 
tion the feeble minded, the epileptics, and the 
neurotic and unstable people,” said Dr. Pod- 
stata. ‘It is a fact that the neurotic and un- 
stable. people outnumber the total insane, 
feeble minded, and epileptic. There has been 
@ marked apperent increase in the number of 
these defectives In proportion to the increase 
in population. 

Says Situation Is Serious. 

“ How much of this apparent increase is 
an actual increase is impossible to say, be- 
cause it is impossible to obtain definite 
figures of all the insane. There are many 
never recognized and many kept at home or 
in private institutions. 

“Tt is probable that there has been an 
increase in the number of insane, but much 
lese than the figures of admission to public 
institutions indicate. Undoubtedly, a larger 
proportion of all the ‘meane is sent to public
